the court was the first verification of 
District Attorney Jerome’s allegation 
that an organized school exists in the 
bombs prison for teaching murderers 
and other major offenders the art of 
{shamming insanity. 
Tighe was a bartender and bis wif* 
had had him arrested for abusing lier. 
On the night of June 13, 1901. lie shot 
and killed her. 
His plea was insanity. 
O n July 30 of that year Judge New- 
burger appointed a commission to re­ 


por t on the sanity of Tighe. 
Th ey 


■retained, as experts, alienists, among 


J t h e m 
b e i n g the best known in the 
country. 
T h e y reported that 
Tighe 


w a s insane, and lie was committed to 
an asylum, where he has been since. 
A short time ago In* seemed to show 
a n o r m a l brain and was returned to 
the T o m b - . fi,>r trial. 
T o d a y the dis­ 
trict attorney called to the stand A n ­ 
drew C h o c o , who is doing a life term. 
He 
was 
T ig h e’s cell 
mate in 
the 
Tom b s before the latter was sent to 


th e 
a s y l u m . 
C h o c o told graphically 
how Tighe deceived the experts. 
“ Tiglie’s mother would bring lem­ 


o n s and honey to the 
jail several 
tinvcs a week,” said 
C h o c o. 
“ That 
was all 
the food Tighe would eat. 
Lemon juice and honey dries the skin 
so it is parched and almost cracks. 
Tighe said he had been told that was 
an important symptom of insanity. 
“ Every day or two the attendants 
in the Tom bs would take Tight into 
another cell 
and 
rub him 
all over 
with a sort of liniment. 
I don’t know 
what this was made of, but it had 
the effect of exciting the muscles un- 
1 Aer the skin and made them tremble 
tall the time. 
Y o u could put 
your 
j hand on his skin after one of these 
tubbings and feel the muscles tremble. 
The doctors said that 
was another 
certain sign of insanity. 
T h e attend­ 
ant- also gave him something to dilate 
the pupils of Ins eyes. 


"W hen he would come back to the 
cell T igh e would tell me how he had 
acted crazy by taking off his shoes, 
shipping the doctor, or doing some­

the steamer Fountain City, in 
command of Captain Ftigina, was seen 
lOunding a bend and a few minutes 
later the boat was tied up within a 
few feet of the 'wreck. 
Flanks were adjusted and within a 
few moments more the scores of ne­ 
gro roustabouts were hurrying 
the 
trunks, baggage ami other valuables 
from the Quincy to the Fountain City. 
W.hen all the baggage had been trans­ 
ferred the Fountain City immediately 
started for Winona, leaving the scene 
of the accident at 7:15 a. rn. and ar­ 
riving at W inona at 8 o ’clock. 
M a n y W e r e Asleep 
At the time the crash came most of 
the passengers on the ill-fated boat 
l a d retired for the night. 
Captain 
Killian and most of the officers of the 
boat were still up ami this fact per­ 
haps did as uch as anything to avert 
a disaster of rmire terrible 
conse­ 
quences. 
A L u c ky Accident 
Employes of the boat regard the res­ 
cuing of all the passengers as almost 
a miracle. 
T h e y say if the boat had 
not reached the land at the instant it 
did, she would have gone to the bot­ 
tom in forty feet of water and that 
in all likelihood the entire passenger 
list and crew of 225 people would 
have 
been 
drowned 
like

Th e boat, however, was held 
up by her starboard side resting upon 
the soft mud of the swamp-shore. 
Is Slowly Sinking 
T h e port side of the boat is resting 
upon the sandy river bed and the cur­ 
rent is wearing away the sand which 
1 s supporting her. 
Between 4 o'clock 
and 7:30 this morning her port ‘-ide 
sunk more than tw o feet and it is 
feared that unless immediate assist­ 
ance is rendered the boat may turn 
entirely over and probably break in 
two, thus obviating all possibility of 
rescuing her. 
River Alive T o d a y 
At an early hour this morning the

Hjowever, there can be no material 
assistance rendered until divers and 
repair boats arrive at the scene and 
start tile work of repairing the stove 
and floating the packet.

Couldn’t Stop Leak 
W hen Captain 
Killeen ascertained 
that the boat was leaking he sent men 
to the hull in an effort to stop the 
h ak, but the inrush of water was so 
great that it was utterly impossible 
tor them to get anywhere near the 
iagged opening. 
It was even impossible for them to 
get near enough to the opening t 
ascertain tile damage done, or the size 
of the opening.
